In response to the Restriction Requirement stated in the Official Action dated June 25, 
2004, Applicants in the above-identified patent application provisionally elect Group I, 
Claims 1-9,116-131, 145 and 146, drawn to providing alternative energy to a power grid, 
using power conversion..
